The man‘replied: “I have nothing 
to say. I want to see my lawyer. 
I don't intend to supply the British 
Government with any information.” 

The British Consular authorities 
here are convinced that the man {s 
Duquesne whom they describe aa a 
dangerous - person. 

It is expected that he will apply 
for a writ of habea’ corpus on the 
plea of mistaken identity, , How- 
ever, before he was led away for 


atraignment in the Federal Court he 
was identified by Thomas Tonney, 


‘Ithe police officer who arrested 


Duquesne in New York during the 
war, and also by Fire-Marshal 
Thomas Brody, who saw the adven- 
re | tUREY 15 years. ago, when he was 
accused of arson. 

Now, in the hands of the United 
States Attorney Medalie, Duquesne 
will be held as a prisoner until the 
British Government states what it 
wishes shall be done with him. 

When arrested yesterday the 
man gave his name as Frank de 
Stafford Craven, and said he was 
an agent for a book with the title 
of “The Man Who Killed Kit- 
chener,” and that he was negotiat- 
ing with. film companies for. the 
filming rights of the book. 

Always Wore A Monocle. - 

Detectives who made the arrest 
refuse to state how they picked up 
the long lost trail of the man who 
diseppeared from Bellvue Hospital 
in 1919. All they would admit was 
that they picked up a clue on Fri- 
day which took them to the Broad- 
way offices of the Quigley Publich- 
ing Company, where they found the 
man they were seeking, —
